1. Potential FSI Intelligence Course Examined 


OTR representatives met with the Foreign Service Institute's 
chief instructor -designate to discuss a proposed FSI one-week course in 
Intelligence to be inaugurated this fall. A proposed course outline was 
reviewed, and course content and potential speakers aired. The FSI 
instructor has suggested that two of the five days be spent at the Agency 
-~approximately one day devoted to the Agency's overt collection and 
production responsibilities, and the other day spent on the role of the 
clandestine service.

1. Onl Mey sda I met with Meesrs. Trucheart, 
Buford and McAfee of State to discuss the proposed seminar. 

explained the concept as an expansion of our briefings of 

outgoing Ambassadors to include FSOs likely to become senior political 
officers or DCMs. He also noted that although we have regular CIA 
orientation courses for senior military officers, our briefings of senior 
F8Os are rally lim to ad hec arrangemente. I reported discus - pass 
sions ty aa Thad had at the FSI and Mr. Stutesman's 
view that the seminar should be sponsored by the FSI and on the broféd 
subject of "Intelligence and Foreign Afiairs. "'

&. After reviewing our very tentative schedule of a 4-day CIA 
spensored seminar Trueheart and Buford said, aa an initial reaction, 
that they felt we were a little heavy om the DDI and DDS&T side and 
that more time should be spent on the CS, especially field problems.

A, Background: There have b expressions from time 
to time about the creation of type of program for 
Foreign Service Officers. The underlying logic is that if is 


valid for the military, at least equal if not greater consideration should 

The subject wae raised infor- 
mally in a COS Seminar session last February when a student asked two 
senior officers of the Department present what kind of briefings FSOs 

were given on the Agency. The two officers were not sure but seemed 

to be very interested in the idea that some kind of a program of education 
on CIA be given to Foreign Service personnel. As it stands at the moment, 
aside from specific briefings given to ambassadors and certain other senior 
outgoing officers, the Intelligence School does provide fairly short briefing 
and lecture sessions to basic courses for FSOs and also to the Senior

relevant to CS functions and missions, with principal emphasis on FI and 
Ci activities.

3. The response o and the undersigned was that the 
DDP guidelines exactly matched our own thinking on the subject. We 
added the points only that we felt the audience to which the program 
should be addressed should probably be in the FSO 2-4 category. Further, 
it was our stated feeling that persons attending the program should be 
persons whose foreign assignments were either fixed or reasonably firm. 
Although we did not go into specific details regarding content, it was 
generally agreed that aside from the heavy emphasis on CS subject matter 
there should be some introductory groundwork laid explaining the relation- 
ship of the CS to other Agency components. The content of the course 
would, te a certain extent, be determined by the needs and interests 
expressed by persons in the Department with whom the proposal will be 
discuseed. 


4, It was agreed at the meeting that the next step would be meeting 
with key CS officers to obtain their views on course content and contri- 
butions they could make. Thereafter would follow the preparation by 
OTR of a proposed course outline, minus, of course, any State requests 
or recommendations at this time. The outline would then be reviewed 
with the DDP/TRO and others as appropriate before any formal recom- 
mendation would be made to the DDP and the DDS.
